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Devon’s Coaching Marathon that is being revived, through the 
foresight of William C. Hunneman and William Ashton, is one of the 
most constructive projects developed in showing this year. It spells 
showmanship in capital letters at a time when horse shows need to 
be sold to the public. One can never present too much variety to the 
public in horse shows as in any other form of public entertainment 
and in the Tally Ho and Road Coach, shows have a priceless asset. 
There is an inherent and basic appeal in the old four-in-hand which 
is hard to be duplicated. Perhaps because for so many years it was 
the locomotive of modern civilization, as well as the very epitome of 
smartness in travel, a combination of stream lined Diesel and Jet 
plane transportation. 

So deeply has the old fashioned coaching scene been ingrained in 
popular imagination that those who have never seen a coach and four 
will stop at a Pollard painting and after looking longingly at the four 
horses and its load of gay passengers, will shake their heads and sigh 
deeply for the good old days. Devon's road coaching marathon is 
designed to bring back as much of the pageantry as possible for it not 
only brings the coaches into the ring at Devon’s big spring show, but 
it starts the coaches at the Radnor Hunt Club and sends them over 
the road a good 8 miles before appearing in the ring. They will then 
be judged on condition and ease of handling, although it is understood 
this year that appointments are not to count in the general qualifi- 
cations. 

One of the prime obstacles heretofore in the development of these 
classes has been the difficulty in filling them, but like everything else 
connected with the showing and exhibiting of horses, the turnouts 
will be entered if there is enough opportunity given at the big shows 
to exhibit them. It is a certainty that many people will come to 
Devon just to see a good class of four-in-hands when they would not 
leave their television set to see a class of road hacks, conformation 
hunters or harness classes. With this basis, shows could well afford 
to dig into their pockets until it hurts to bring back these old fashion- 
ed driving classes for they all spell spectator appeal. Even though 
the class nowhere nearly pays for itself in entry fees, it is one of 
those corimodities, commonly known as loss leaders by large depart- 
ment store sales managers, a commodity that is offered at below cost 
for the incentive it brings with it in packing in the public. 

Aside from the importance of showing that more driving classes 
will mean, particularly the four-in-hand variety, the whole sport itself 
has tremendous possibilities. Where, one will say, it is possible to 
drive today. There are many places for all the roads are not double 
toll roads and the country still remains. Furthermore rubber shoes 
have made it possible for cabbies still to drive their one-horse shays 
in the midst of New York traffic where seldom, if ever, are any acci- 
dents reported or observed with horse drawn vehicles. This is not to 
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more worthwhile venture could hardly be imagined.

Olympic Dressage Trials 


Dear Sir: 


The first Olympic Dressage Trials 
ever conducted in this country were 
run off on Tuesday, April 1, at the 
Sleepy Hollow Country Club at Scar- 
borough, N. Y. The many intensely 
interested spectators, most of whom 
had never before witnessed a dress- 
age competition, augured well for 
the future of Dressage in the United 
States and the selection of Majorie 
Haines of Gwynedd Valley, Pa. for 
the dressage team proved that the 
art of dressage is not necessarily 
limited to Europeans or Army of- 
ficers. 

Hartmann Pauley, late of Hung- 
ary and now of California, was sel- 
ected to join Miss Haines and Cap- 
tain Robert Borg as the third mem- 
ber of the team. 

The setting for 
event was perfect. Within the out- 
door ring of the country club the 
special 50’ x 150’ dressage enclosure 
had been built by stable manager 
Mike Miller, a low white fence de- 
corated at points of change by color- 
ful potted flowers. The trials were 
run off twice, once in the morning 
and once in the afternoon, and al- 
though there was a sprinkling of 
rain between performances the sun 
shone brightly during the events. 
Major General Guy YV. Henry and 
Captain Borg were the judges. 

Miss Haines rode George P. Green- 
halgh’s chestnut Hanoverian gelding, 
The Flying Dutchman, for two beau- 
tiful performances. Although there 
were inevitable minor errors (there 
always are, even with the most ex- 
perienced horses and riders), it was 
difficult to realize that both horse 
and rider had been in training under 
Fritz Stecken for such a compari- 
tively short time. The horse’s light- 
ness, grace and accuracy were re- 
markable and the rider’s splendid’

- seat and invisible aids matched the 


excellence of her mount. 

Mr. Pauly rode Elaine Shirley 
Watt’s brown stallion, Noble, which 
Miss Watt had intended to ride her- 
self until a knee injury put her out 
of training. Miss Watt generously 
donated the use of her horse to the 
American team. 

The story of Hartmann Pauly is 
a remarkable one. A retired Hun- 
garian cavalry officer and well- 
known European dressage rider, he 
fled Hungary when the Russians 
came and is now sales manager of 
a furniture concern in California. 
Just three weeks before the trials 
Pauly received a hurry-up call from 
Noble’s trainer, Fritz Stecken, tell- 
ing him that an experienced rider 
was needed immediately, and he hop- 
ped a plane for New York at once. 

To see Pauly on Noble you’d hard- 
ly believe he had only been work- 
ing with the stallion for a mere 
three weeks and that previous to

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that he had not been on a horse jp 
six years! But experience pays off 
and Pauly received credit for ap 
excellent performance. 

The test itself Was extremely diffi. 
cult. The riders were required to 
go through the exact same figures 
as will be required at Helsinki. This 
1952 test is easily as difficult ag 
the 1936 test and far tougher than 
that of the.1948 games. It includes 
much collected work with long per- 
iods at the piaffe and passage and 
lasts a full 15 minutes. Another 
extremely difficult figure that must 
be performed is the figure-eight at 
the counter gallops. All this, of 
course, is in addition to the usual 
extended and ‘collected walk, trot 
and gallop change of leads at every 
stride, pirouette and zig-zag traver- 
sale. 

The success of Majorie Haines 
should do much to encourage other 
young Americans to try their hand 
at dressage with a view to 1956, 
There’s no mystery to it. With pro 
per instruction any good rider who 
is willing to devote the time and 
to work really hard has an excellent 
chance of making the grade. How- 
ever, too much cannot be said about 
competent instruction. To try to 
train a dressage horse without the 
aid of an expert instructor may be 
courting disaster. 

The trials at Scarborough were 
something of a personal triumph for 
Fritz Stecken. He trained both 
horses that took part in them and 
in spite of many setbacks, such as 
lack of time, he showed what could 
be done. 

But Stecken is not resting on his 
laurels. He is already working on 
plans for 1956, when he hopes to 
have some American horses ready 
for the next games. The Flying 
Dutchman, Noble and Captain Borg’s 
3ig Biddle are all German _ horses, 
which is a shame. The best possible 
horses for Dressage are to be found 
right here in America, says Stecken, 
and it’s only a question of starting 
them in training now for 1956.

The Calibre of Jamaica’s 3-Year-Olds Is 
Not Entirely Established But It Is Doing 
Remarkably Well In Matter of Customers

If the result of the Experimental 
Handicap No. 2 is taken at full value, 
there would be very little use going 
back of Blue Man and Master Fiddle, 
which were respectively winner and 
runner-up. But I am reluctant to be- 
lieve that Put Out, which ultimately 
finished last of twelve, is that bad, if 
only because his dam is Cocopet, a 
very game little filly of a few years 
ago. Her foals have seemed some- 
what notional, and for that matter 
Put Out’s sire, Shut Out, began to 
give himself airs after he had made 
his reputation. So I think that Put 
Out is, if not a good horse, at least 
better than this . 


Hannibal, which had won the first 
Experimental, never looked like run- 
ning in the second. Willie Passmore 
said that after some _ preliminary 
trouble, which consisted in bumping 
with Sky Ship on the first turn, the 
colt would not run willingly. Willie 
Shoemaker offered much the same ex- 
cuse for Sky Ship, the Florida Derby 
winner, though he said the colt ran 
well enough after he had settled 
down. 


But the fact remains that when 
Blue Man made his run, nothing ran 
with him. Master Fiddle, after Blue 
Man had passed him with a rush, 
came on out of the pack after him, 
and according to the charts made up 
three lengths of a disadvantage which 
at one time amounted to four and a 
half lengths. I had the vague notion 
that Blue Man was shortening stride 
at the end, but most observers thought 
that Conn McCreary was merely eas- 
ing him up after victory was assured. 

At all events, Blue Man, after a 2- 
year-old career which was respectable 
but not brilliant, has won his last 
three starts, including the Flamingo 
Stakes. Master Fiddle, it should be 
noted, was second in the Flamingo, 
but it wasn’t the same division. He 
ran in the one which Charlie Mc- 
Adam won. 

It would have been possible, and it 
would have been a good idea, to have 
claimed Blue Man for $12,500 at 
Jamaica last July. He ran to be 
claimed for that figure on July 28, 
and to make it good, ran tenth, the 
only horse behind him having been 
pulled up. As of now, he has earned 
$87,650, and must be considered a 
prominent candidate for the Kentucky 
Derby, if only because so many 
horses in the race act as if they were 
speed crazy, and leave the door open 
to such late runners as Blue Man and 
Conn McCreary. 

Allen T. Simmons, an Akron radio 
man, bred the colt at Dr. Horace N. 
Davis’ Blue Brass Heights Farm, and 
if it interests you, Burgoo King was 
foaled there, too. He is by Blue 
Swords,, which raced for Mr. Sim- 
mons, and might have been the best 
3-year-old of 1943 if it had not been 
for Count Fleet. His dam is Poppy- 
cock, by Identify, so Blue Man has 
two crosses of Man o’War close up. 
Blue Swords is out of a Man o’War 
mare, and as you know Identify is one 
of his sons, so there are but two free 
generations. I suppose it is only a 
coincidence that Stymie, which also 
ran from away back, and quite fre- 
quently with McCreary as part of his 
freight, is also inbred to Man o’War. 

Mr. Simmons sold Blue Man pri- 
vately, in January of 1951, to his pres- 


ent owner, A. W. Abbott, who makes 
ice cream at Rye, N. Y., and money 
at Hialeah and Jamaica. By what 
must have been an oversight he was 
not put in the Wood Memorial, but 
he is engaged for the Kentucky Der- 
by, Preakness, and Belmont Stakes. 

Master Fiddle, as you’d guess, is by 
First Fiddle, and he cost $10,000 at 
Saratoga in 1950. He has got this 
back, his second in the Wood running 
his total earnings to $36,350. His 
1952 career consists of seconds, for 
he was behind One Throw, for the 
Everglades, Charlie McAdam for the 
Flamingo, and now Blue Man for the 
Experimental. If it weren’t that Eric 
Guerin eats occasionally, he might 
have made the Experimental closer. 
Blue Man had 114 pounds and Master 
Fiddle 109, but Guerin couldn’t do 
less than 114, so the two actually 
went off at levels. Five pounds could 
have made a difference. 

Brookmeade Stable, which put Sky 
Ship in the Derby and Belmont, but 
not the Preakness (there was still 
time for supplementary nomination), 
put its Requested colt, Suggested, in 
the Preakness but not in the other 
two. Suggested, which got through 
1951 as a maiden, has won four out 
of eight starts this year, including 
the race ahead of the Experimental. 
It was not, however, much of a race, 
chiefly notable because the second 
horse, Hitex, is owned by Mrs. B. F. 
Whitaker, whose husband owns Re- 
quested. A good many years ago— 
I’d guess it was in 1900 from what 
records are available — James R. 
Keene got beat in the Futurity by a 
colt sired by one of his own stallions. 
He wired Major Daingerfield, who 
was managing his farm, “Don’t breed 
any outside mares to any stallion I 
own.” 


The calibre of Jamaica’s 3-year-olds 
is not entirely established, but it is 
doing remarkably well in the matter 
of customers, the second Saturday, 
with 44,910 of them, being the best 
day of the current meeting. It is 
perhaps not too often that racing and 
religion go hand-in-hand, for as a rule 
people who have one do not seem to 
feel the need for the other. But cer- 
tainly Jamaica should have sacrificed 
a sheep or something in return for 
the latter part of last week. 

Thursday was the first day of the 
Passover, a Jewish holiday about 
which I regret to say I know little. 
The attendance at Jamaica was 29,932, 
the largest of any day of the meeting 
except for opening day and the first 
Saturday. The following day was 
Good Friday, which the Christian 
world traditionally spends on _ its 
knees, and the attendance then was 
32,859, setting a new record for an 
off-day. Saturday was a day of re- 
ligious significance to both religions, 
and the handle was the highest— 
$3,716,485—for several years. 

This is all very well, for in relig- 
ion, as well as racing, each man is en- 
titled to do his own handicapping. 
But I confess, although my own sense 
of reverence was dropped on its head 
when it was young, and never de- 
veloped very well. I thought it a 
little thick when, on Good Friday, 
with horseplayers rushing through 
the gates, the band played “O, Come 
All Ye Faithful’.

Carolina Cup Winner Chalks Up Winning 
Effort In Virginia; Home-bred Night 
Patrol Wins The Virginia Steeplechase

The 26th running of the Virginia 
Gold Cup had about as interesting 
a make up as anyone could possibly 
hope for, be he press agent, trainer, 
owner or rider. Two owners who 
had acquired two legs each on the 
cup were represented by horses 
which could well enter the winner’s 
circle; owners-riders were out on 
their winning point-to-point horses; 
a former stakes horse over brush 
which had won his initial outing the 
previous week over timber and last 
but not least by any means, the 
horse which won the Carolina Cup 
last year in his first start over tim- 
ber and came back for a repeat per- 


* formance this year. 


With such interesting features 
having been dangled before the pub- 
lic via radio, television and news- 
papers, a good crowd was on hand 
at Broadview near Warrenton, Va. 
on April 12 to see what the outcome 
of the timber event would be. Out 
of the 16 original entries, 12 were 
on hand to line up before Starter 
Harold Plumb. Jockey F. D. Adams 
wasted no time in sending Mrs. Si- 
mon T. Patterson’s Carolina Cup 
winner, *Gift of Gold, to take over 
the pace setting duties and the chest- 
nut gelding settled into his ground 
covering strides and easy jumping 
without a hitch. 

The field was lessened by one at 
the 2nd jump when *Gift of Gold 
and Walter F. Wickes, Jr.’s_ Big 
Bones were over safely but James F. 
McHugh’s *Basalt making his first 
try at timber, lost Jockey M. Ferral. 
By the stands the first time and 
over the 4th, *Gift of Gold was mov- 
ing easily with the loose *Basalt 
2nd but the latter did not go off 
the course toward the paddock, con- 
tinuing behind the leader. Around 
the turn and over the 5th, owner- 
rider Mr. Mallory Nash was “‘official- 
ly’ 2nd on his Derryclare with Mr. 
Eugene Weymouth 8rd on Wildoak 
Stables’ Run Bob, the syndicate 
horse which was representing War- 
renton owners. At this jump R. S. 
Reynolds, Jr.’s Forest Hare hit hard 
and went down with Jockey C. Cas- 
sidy. 

Back at the 1st jump, which was 
now the 8th, the order of the 6 
leading horses was *Gift of Gold, 
Derryclare, Big Bones, Run Bob, 
Cyrus Manierre’s Charoton and Mrs. 
Amory S. Carhart’s hopes for re- 
tiring the cup, Jockey E. H. Ben- 
nett on Mister Mars. Swinging 
around toward the 9th, *Basalt de- 
cided to try running in front and 
passed *Gift of Gold, causing Jockey 
Adams some difficulty in keeping 
straight for the approaching jump. 
This he managed to do and was safe- 
ly over the 9th with Big Bones now 
2nd. In front of the stands again 
for the 11th, the easy running lead- 
er was still *Gift of Gold but now 
everyone: knew that Mister Mars 
was definitely in trouble. He had 
been putting in some rather chancy 
jumps since the 4th but over the 
11th it was really rough. He went 
around the turn and then jumped 
the 12th but going slightly uphill 
toward the 13th, he was pulled up, 
bleeding badly. 

The course lies downhill after the 
13th and here Mr. Weymouth hustl- 
ed Run Bob right along and was 
2nd over the 14th with Charoton 
and Derryclare following. Mr. H. 


Hammond, Jr., who was riding 
Thomas Stokes’ *Tolbiac in an at- 
tempt to gain the third and final 
leg on the Cup and retire the tro- 
phy which Mr. Stokes’ gallant mare, 
Never Worry, had won for two years, 
was 5th over this jump. Big Bones 
and this year’s winner of the Deep 
Run Hunt Cup, Happy Hill Farm’s 
Adaptable, Miss Mary Lou Howard’s 
Tagnall and owner-rider Mr. Fenton 
Fadeley on his point-to-point win- 
ner, Head Agent completed the field. 
Mr. Fadeley’s daughter-in-law had 
ridden the home-bred §8-year-old 
gelding at the point-to-points but his 
breeder-owner took over the reins 
in the Gold Cup. 

*Gift of Gold, Run Bob, Charoton 
and *Tolbiac led in that order over 
the 16th, 17th and 18th with Charo- 
ton moving into 2nd over the 19th, 
Run Bob now 8rd and *Tolbiac still 
4th. Right behind *Tolbiac was Big 
Bones and Adaptable but Jockey A. 
P. Smithwick moved Adaptable into 
5th over the 20th. In the downhill 
run, Adaptable really opened up to 
go after the leaders but the 21st 
proved his undoing and he fell. 
Jockey B. Ansteatt now began to 
make his bid on Big Bones to gain 
ground and over the 22nd was in be- 
hind the still leading *Gift of Gold 
with. *Tolbiac 3rd and Charoton 4th. 
The two leaders were really moving 
right along toward the ‘23rd and 
here, instead of letting Big Bones 
try to take off with *Gift of Gold, 
Jockey Ansteatt let him take an 
extra stride and they were 2nd as 
they. raced toward the 24th and 
final jump. Moving on the inside, 
Big Bones jumped right in behind 
*Gift of Gold and the pair straight- 
ened away for the stretch drive. 
*Gift of Gold was still running easi- 
ly but Big Bones was turning in a 
valiant effort to head him. Under 
the wire—*Gift of Gold by 3-4; Big 
Bones by 3 1-2; *Tolbiac by 9 and 
Charoton by 3 1-2. The horses had 
run about 4 miles over 24 jumps but 
many spectators had covered ground 
as they raced from one vantage point 
to another to see as much as possible 
of the race. 

There was only one flat race card- 
ed and this was The Virginia Horse- 
men’s Association Plate over about 
1 1-4 miles. Away from the flag, 
Jockey J. Murphy was off quickly 
on the good looking 4-year-old brown 
horse by War Admiral—Even Tan, 
Braemar Farms’ Admiral Tan. 
Streaking away after the leading 
Admiral Tan was Jockey O. A. 
Brown on W. D. Pawley’s Travan- 
core and this pair assumed the lead 
with James F. McHugh’s Reduce 
moving into 2nd. Jockey E. Philips 
kept Reduce running with a slight 
advantage over the field until the 
horses entered the stretch. Here Ad- 
miral Tan was brought on to win 
with Happy Hill Farm’s *Sonatine 
placing ahead of Reduce. 

A little excitement for the spec- 
tators was provided in The Fau- 
quier Plate, about 1 1-2 miles over 
hurdles. Right after the start 
Jockey B. Ansteatt’s stirrup leather 
broke and he and Walter F. Wickes, 
Jr.’s Bronze Wing ran afoul of stab- 
lemate Springdale with Jockey E. 
Carter up. The pair bumped over 
the ist hurdle and after the 2nd, 
Bronze Wing was rapidly losing his

Arthur Thompson, Who Rode Sheila’s 
Cottage To Win Four Years Ago, Has 
Winning Ride On 10-Year-Old Gelding

Though taking place in poor visi- 
bility, so that much of the running 
was obscured, the Grand National 
resulted in a fine race and a thrill- 
ing finish on April 5 at Liverpool, 
Eng. The second favourite. Teal, won 
from Legal Joy, which carried the 
colours of the 1934 winner, Golden 
Miller, with Teal’s stable compan- 
ion, Wot No Sun (2nd to Freebooter 
in 1950) 3rd, and the outsider, 
Uncle Barney 4th. Teal was ridden 
by Arthur Thompson and trained by 
Neville Crump, who between them 
won the race in 1948 with Sheila’s 
Cottage. 

This year’s National had some- 
thing of an international flavour, the 
riders including the Marquis de 
Portago and Duque de Albuquerque 
and the American amateur, Gene 
Weymouth. a welcome visitor whom 
we hope to see riding over here again 
next season. 

As was the case last year, the go- 
ing was rather greasy. as a result of 
early morning rain on firm ground. 
and one felt somewhat apprehensive 
that it might produce the large numm- 
ber of falls which occurred in 1951, 
when there was a particularly rag- 
ged start. There was another mom- 
ent’s anxiety when the tapes were 
broken in a false start. several hors- 
es—including the eventual winner, 
Teal, galloping a furlong or so be- 
fore they could be pulled up. It 
took some minutes to mend the tapes, 
and finally they lined up. about ten 
minutes pehind schedule. The crowd 
in the centre of the course were be- 
ginning to lose patience. and from 
the stands one heard a few cries of 
“let ‘em go’’, as the majority of the 
field drew into line- Teal was walk- 
ing to and fro pehind the line, his 
rider trying to find a position to 
suit him, and Legal Joy was hang- 
ing back and had to be led up, which 


delayed matters a few seconds. As 
soon as they came into line the 
starter pressed the lever, and the 
field was off to a good start. 

It is a long run to the Ist fence— 
about a couple of furlongs—and the 
runners were soon spread out, some 
fifty yards covering the distance 
from last to first. Teal, Freebooter, 
3order Luck, Royal Stuart and Legal 
Joy were the leaders over the ist, 
followed by such as Roimond, Men- 
zies, Brown Jack III (the Duque de 
Albuquerque’s mount), with last 
year’s 2nd, Royal Tan, Gene Wey- 
mouth on Possible, and Wot No Sun 
in the middle division. The first few 
fences got rid of a few runners, in- 
cluding Clonearrig, which looked 
like winning when falling a fence 
from home in Freebooter’s year— 
and unshipped me at the 13th in 
1948—but things were going much 
better than last time, all the fancied 
horses being on their feet and going 
well. Possible got over’ Becher’s, 
which has the biggest drop of any 
fence on the course, put fell a couple 
of fences later, while Brown Jack 
IIlt gave his owner a nasty fall at 
the 6th. 

By now, the mist had obscured the 
running completely. and everyone on 
the stand was waiting, peering eager- 
ly into the mist for the first sign of 
the leading horses to loom out of 
the dimness. One could just make 
them out as they came over the big 
open ditch after Valentine’s, but not 
clearly enough to recognize the col- 
ours, which first began to take on 
their proper hues as the horses turn- 
ed on to the racecourse to jump the 
four fences completing the end of 
th first circuit. 

Teal was still in front. at his side 
a loose grey horse, with Freebooter 
close behind. followed by a bunch 
including Wot-No Sun, Legal Joy,

Border Luck, Roimond, Royal Stu- 
art, Menzies and Royal Tan. Teal 
skimmed over the two plain fences, 
and then came to the “Chair’’, the 
big open ditch in front of the stands 
which is the most fearsome-looking 
obstacle in the course. The loose 
horse was on his inside, but if his 
presence was giving Arthur Thomp- 
son on Teal any anxiety he did not 
show it. He rode into the fence as 
cooly and confidently as if his rider- 
less companion had not peen there. 
Teal put his nose into the wings. 
stood pack, rose in the air, and a 
second later had landed safely. The 
bunch behind followed without mis- 
hap, and were soon over the water 
and turning out into the country to 
begin the last circuit. At this stage 
there were a remarkably large num- 
per of horses standing. which shows 
that though big, the course is a fair 
one. It is not the fences, but the fact 
that horses tire, which causes so few 
to finish the course, since many rid- 
ers who have completed the first 
circuit pull up on the second lap, by 
which time their horses are stone 
cold and all chance of winning has 
gone- 

Thus. the field soon started to 
thin out. Roimond was one of the 
first to go, shortly followed by the 
well fancied Border Luck, which was 
up with the leaders when he came 
down at Becher’s. Meanwhile, Teal 
and Freebooter were still cutting out 
the work and were full of running, 
but at the Canal turn Freebooter 
stood too far back. crashed through 
the fence and fell heavily. Legal Joy 
moved up to take his place, and 
Royal Tan, which had been making 
up ground steadily all the way, crept 
up into striking distance behind 
them. 

The three drew clear of the rest 
of the field, and one could see that 
it was likely to be a fine race. As 
they came on to the racecourse with 
only two more fences to jump, Teal 
and Legal Joy were galloping stride 
for stride. Legal Joy on the inside, 
but Teal seeming to be going slight- 
ly the better of the pair. Behind 
them, the Irish amateur, ‘‘Fonsie”’ 
O’Brien. on Royal Tan looked at 
ease, as if he knew his horse had 
some reserve which he was keeping 
in hand for the run-in. 

Teal and Legal Joy rose at the 
last together. A fraction of a second’s 
suspense, and they had landed and 
were being gathered for the final 
effort. Before they had got away 
from the fence, Royal Tan was in 
the air. He brushed through the top 
of the fence, pecked as he landed. 
failed to recover and rolled over, 
leaving the front pair to battle on 
alone. For a furlong, there was not 
much in it, and the ex-amateur, 
Michael Scudamore, on Legal Joy 
gave nothing away. But suddenly 
Legal Joy cracked, and the race was 
over, Teal going on to win by five 
lengths. 

A long way behind, Wot No Sun 
plugged gallantly into 3rd _ place, 
and the remaining few horses to 
finish came tragging by at intervals. 
From a spectator’s point of view: it 
was disappointing that so much of 
the race was obscured by poor visi- 
bility, particularly in view of the 
fact that a few minutes after the 
race was over the mist cleared right 
away. But it was a fine race all the 
way, and one of the most thrilling 
finishes of recent years, and it was 
pleasing to see so many of the fan- 
cied horses prominent all the way- 

The winner is a compact, neat, 
well balanced hay gelding, 10 years 
old. He is on the small side for an 
English ’chaser, but is very well 


“made and thus is probably a little 


bigger than he looks. He has a nice- 
ly sloped shoulder. deep girth, short 
back, and a straight hind leg, show- 
ing excellent quality throughout. He 
once changed hands for under £50, 
learned his job in the hunting field, 
and made his way to fame in point- 
to-points, as a result of which he is 
a clever and discerning jumper, able 
to appreciate the difference between 
a “park” fence, which he will some- 
times chance. and an Aintree one 
which he will not. 

His sire, Bimco, was a good hurd- 
ler and comes of the Swynford male 
line. His dam, Miltown Queen is 
more obscurely bred, being by the 
little-known horse Soliman’s Orb.

Nashville Meeting 
Adds Timber Event 


To Its Race Program

To put the Iroquois meeting on a 
par with other meetings in the Mid- 
west Hunt Racing Association, a 
third course is now being laid out 
and prepared for the coming meet- 
ing, scheduled for May 10 next. This 
will be a timber course, and will per- 
mit the addition of this type of 
race to the L[roquois card. 

While the Iroquois is the pioneer 
among race meetings in the Midwest 
circuit. having heen run since, 194i, 
and has probably the pest brush and 
flat courses of any of the amateur 
meetings, the lack of a timber course 
has prevented the meeting from be- 
ing properly rounded. This lack has 
been felt keenly py local people who 
feel that timber racing is the natur- 
al outgrowth of American hunting, 
where so many of the vbstacles are 
post-and-rail, snake or hurdle fences, 
in contrast to the hedges, banks and 
brush hurdles found in preponder- 
ance in England, [reland and on the 
continent. 

As everyone knows, timber races 
constitute the feature event for the 
day or meeting at many meets. Not- 
ably in the Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land area, the day’s card usually con- 
tains two timber races. At the Iro- 
quois meet, however, where the Iro- 
quois Memorial Steeplechase has 
been run over prush since its inau- 
guration, this will continue to be the 
day’s main race- However: the addi- 
tion of a timber race will naturally 
attract more entries, and will in- 
crease spectator interest, consistent- 
ly high in middle Tennessee, in the 
state’s biggest outdoor’ sporting 
event. 

Mason Houghland, M. F. H. of the 
Hillsboro Hounds and president of 
the Volunteer State Horsemen’s 
Assn., laid out the new course. Co- 
operating with him was Edwin 
Crutcher, president of the Nashville 
Park Board, which has _ charge 
among others, of Perey Warner 
Park, in which the Iroquois course 
is situated. Also assisting were Cal- 
vin Houghland, entry chairman tor 
the VSHA, who has ridden in most 
of the Iroquois sessions since the 
race was inaugurated, and who won 
the 1943 running with *Frederic 
II. Another collaborator was Ernest 
Hardison, Jr.. a frequent varticipa- 
tor in past events, and winner of ine 
1944 Iroquois with Bank Robber. 
Hardison is also currently secretary 
of the Tennessee Thoroughbred Club. 

The new course, which will start 
and finish in front of the judges’ 
stand, will be about one and one- 
quarter miles long, with eight jumps, 
so that a double trip around the 
course will provide a race of appro- 
ximately customary length. There is 
one ingenious piece of construction: 
which will put the course in com- 
mission sooner than could be ex- 
pected. The new course has been 
sited so that grading will be reduc- 
ed to a minimum. but at the same 
time nothing has been sacrificed to 
sportiness. In cases where it has be- 
come necessary to install culverts for 
drainage, jumps are being get dir- 
ectly over them, the idea being that 
horses will jump over the places on 
the new course where there is the 
most new dirt. 

Cost of the improvements is being 
borne by the Volunteer State Horse- 
men’s Association. which has ad- 
ministered the running of the Iro- 
quois ever since its establishment- 
The professional manner in which 
this aggregation of amateurs takes 
over for its day of operation has 
been a frequent subject of admiring 
comment by experienced observers. 
Its action in the present Instance 1s 
the subject of favorable local com~ 
ment.

Shalimar Wins At Camargo 





Sandy W. Defeats Elena In Gentlemen’s 
Point-to-Point While Jackpot Scores 
For Mrs. George Drew In Ladies’ Race

On one very memorable occasion 
during the late, unfortunate inter- 
national misunderstanding, I experi- 
enced the high adventure of being 
torpedoed. The whole thing happen- 
ed with such startling suddeness, 
that I afterwards found it very dif- 
ficult to recall the exact sequence 
of events as they occurred. It seem- 
ed that one minute I was drinking 
coffee in the mess-hall, and the next 
I was floundering panic-stricken in 
the sea, while the final scene that is 
indelibly imprinted on my memory 
is that of being offered a huge mug 
of rum by a Royal Navy Bosun as I 
clambered atop the rope ladder of 
the rescuing British destroyer. Ac- 
tually these three episodes were nine 
hours apart, but I can remember 
little or nothing of what happened 
in between except one very famous 
remark. As ‘‘Emergency Boat Sta- 
tions’’ sounded, I grabbed my life 
jacket and was battling my way to 
my life boat, when the ship gave a 
sickening lurch, and I knew I had 
to make my own = arrangements, 
whereupon, I jumped overboard. I 
hit the water with a thud and struck 
out for a floating life raft with the 
cold clammy fear of death in my 
guts. As I did so, I heard the voice 
of an Australian ship-mate say, in 
almost innocent surprise ‘Blimey, 
Digger, ain’t it wet in here?’’. I have 
always suspected that this glorious 
gem of understatement, coupled with 
my own acute sense of the ridicul- 
ous, had much to do with my subse- 
quent survival. 

I thought of the incident only re- 
cently when I went to cover the 
Camargo Hunt Point to Point. When 
it wasn’t raining, it was snowing, 
and when it was doing both (which 
was most of the while) it was damn 
cold and miserable. If only I could 
have said to someone ‘‘Blimey, Mate, 
ain’t it cold up here?’’, I think I 
should have felt better, but, alas, no 
one would have got the point. 

Under these icy marrow-chilling 
conditions, the Camargo Hunt held 
its 6th Annual Point-to-Point at 
Warner Atkins’ ‘Four Winds Farm”’, 
Indian Hill Village, Ohio, on Satur- 
day, April 5. About 200 ‘‘do or die” 
enthusiasts braved the elements and 
a total of five races were carded. 

The first event was the Pony Ex- 
press for children which drew a 
couple of starters. It was won by 
Miss Nonnie Steer, riding her own 
pony, Spotty, from Miss Sally Davis 
who was aboard Lightning, also own- 
er ridden. I first noticed Nonnie 
Steer at Royalton, last season, 
where, the way she sat her pony in 
truly professional style impressed 
me greatly. She has, in racing lingo, 
“come on a ton” since then, and is 
now capable of holding her own in 
any pony race, anywhere. I would 
like to remind all stable and family 
connections of this ambitious young 
lady that there are pony events at 
both Louisville and Nashville, and 
furthermore, one of them is worth 
a cool $62.50 to the winner. (Non- 
nie, I’m doing my best—-if you don’t 
get to go, it’s no fault of mine). 
Sally Davis the rider of the 2nd also 
showed great promise and did well. 
Her chance is not far away. 

The second division for children 
was the Hiawatha, to be ridden by 
17-year-olds and up, over jumps. 
Again, two turned out and it result- 
ed in a nice win for Miss Barbara 
Knauft, riding her own Country 
Soy. from Hero, owned and ridden 
by Miss Marsha Tucker, which was 
by no means disgraced. 

The 8rd race was The Fox Brush 
over 4 miles and 14 jumps for lady 
riders. Four of them faced the start- 
er and the drizzling rain. They 
were, Whole Wheat, ridden by Miss 
LeFrieda Schneider; Scandal, with 
Mrs. William Hauck up; Jackpot, 
Mrs. George Drew on top; and Hero, 
oOWned, trained and ridden by Mrs. 
O. B. Schreuder of Dayton, Ohio. 
Very little could be seen of this race 
because of the weather conditions, 
but it certainly provided a real thrill- 
Ing finish. It appears that Whole 











Wheat cut a flag when holding a 
seemingly winning lead, and Jack- 
pot went on. However, Miss Schnei- 
der got her horse back on course 
and was again in contention as they 
took the last. In the run in, Mrs. 
George Drew just prevailed on Jack- 
pot by a length from the fast-finish- 
ing Whole Wheat, which was just 
as full of running as he had been in 
the same sort of finish at Lexington 
recently. Hero was 3rd, while Scan- 
dal was pulled up. All riders in this 
race deserve some sort of award for 
even mounting. I suggest an Ama- 
zon’s medal. 

Fourth up was The Four Winds 
over the same course, with gentle- 
men jockeys in the saddle. It attract- 
ed three starters consisting of Elena, 
owned by John Clippinger and rid- 


den by Mr. Howard Tilson; Sandy 


W., owned and ridden by Mr. Carl 
Berger, and Portia, with owner-rid- 
er Mr. Paul Steer in the saddle. 
From a good start Elena went on 
top from the other two and stayed 
in the position until about half-way 
when she hit a fence hard and re- 
linquished the lead to Sandy W. 
Two fences from home, it was still 
a horse race, but as they jumped 
the last, Sandy W., pulled away 
from Elena and went on to win. Mr. 
Carl Berger received a wonderful 
ovation for riding his first winner, 
and seemed to be having the time 
of his life. As he came past the 
judge, he was sitting bolt upright in 
the saddle and waving “hello” to 
all his friends. He looked as if he 
would have liked to go ’round again 
as an encore. Elena has been a 
very unlucky horse in her two ap- 
pearances this year, but it is easy 
to see that she is a much superior 
mare than last season. She was de- 
finitely no slouch then, but I sus- 


pect her of great improvement and‘ 


I shall be vastly surprised if she does 
not give a very good accounting in 
1952. 

The final heat was the lightweight 
hunter race for The Camargo over 
3 1-2 miles and 18 jumps. Again 
three starters came under orders. 
They were Thomas. Satterwhite’s 
Melissa, ridden by Mr. Howard Til- 
son; Edward Durrell’s Procurement, 
ridden by Mr. Harry Brown, Jr. of 
Columbus, and lastly, Shalimar, 
owned, ridden and trained by Mr. 
Tommy Rankin of Lexington. By the 
time this race started, and snow 
had stopped and we were nearly 
frozen, From a smart beginning Me- 
lissa set off in front, with Shalimar 
2nd, and Procurement, close up, 3rd. 
The order remained unchanged un- 
til the second circuit, when, Pro- 
curement went up to be 2nd to Me- 
lissa, which was still holding a 
comfortable lead but was continual- 
ly jumping to the left. On the 
third time around, Howard Tilson 
asked the mare a question, and she 
readily responded to draw away at 
the 15th jump, but going into the 
next, she jumped outside the flag 
and her rider pulled her up. This 
left Procurement and Shalimar, with 
not more than a couple of lengths 
between them, and the latter going 
a little better. As they breasted the 
final fence, Shalimar got to the top 
and went on to win her race by a 
comfortable 2 lengths. 

From this point on events took 
a more congenial turn, Flasks that 
cheer were produced from all sorts 
of nooks and crannies, and most of 
us were able to get thawed out. Ollie 
De Gray Vanderbilt took me under 
his wing,and the next port of call 
was a most convival cocktail party 
at the E. J. Mack’s. Again I was re- 
minded of the final scene in my ship- 
wreck adventure. I experienced the 
same sort of gratitude when I saw 
the Martinis, as I did when I viewed 
the Bosun and the mug of rum. 

T finally left Camargo the follow- 
ing day carrying with me a deep 
impression of the dogged determina- 
tion of the nice people who run it. 
They were indomitable and invinci- 
ble in having a point-to-point at all 
under such conditions, and they de-

At 5 o’clock on the evening of 
April 9, *Tourist II was destroyed at 
Lookover stallion Station, in Avon, 
N. Y. His death is a great loss not 
only to the local breeders but to all 
enthusiasts of good steeplechasers. 

*Tourist II had a varied career, 
but attained his greatest fame as a 
sire of jumpers. He was a bay horse 
foaled in 1925 and was by Son-in- 
Law—Touraine. by Swynford, and 
was bred by Sir Abe Bailey In Eng- 
land, where he started his racing 
career. He only started one time as 
a 2-year-old and di not place, but 
as a- 3-year-old he carried Sir Bai- 
ley’s colors postward 7 times and 





served a_ better break than _ that 
which the Clerk of the Weather 
gave them—better luck next year. 
In summation, I can only remark 
“Blimey, Mates, it sure was wet up 
there!”

In the fall of 1928 Sir Abe Bailey 
sold his racing stable and the late 
John Sanford purchased *Tourist II 
for 4,600 guineas, at the rate of that 
day’s exchange, $23,460. He later 
turned out to be one of the best 
’chasers developed by Mr. Sanford 
and his trainer, Hollie Hughes. 
Among his victories in this country 
were the Brook Chase ’Cap, the 
Grand National ’Chase ’Cap twice. 
and the Manly ’Chase ’Cap- He start- 
ed 20 times in this country, won 9, 
was 2nd in 3, and 38rd in 2, and 
earned $69,335 in the days when a 
dollar was a dollar and not an in- 
flated balloon. There were only two 
years in his racing career that he 
did not start and that was in 1931 
and 1933. He was retired to stud at 
the age of 9 at Mr. Stanford’s Hurri- 
cana Stud, Amsterdam, N. Y. and 
was sold to Montpelier in Virginia. 
for $4,000 in 1939. He stood there 
until 1942 when Mrs. Marion duPont 
Seott donated him to the Lookover 
Stallion Station, and he finished his 
stud career in the Genesse Valley. 

At the time of his arrival in New 
York his progeny had done some 
winning but nothing really specta- 
cular so mares of any breeding were 
permitted to his court. As a result 
many good Half-bred hunters were 
sired by him, and as his colts made 
his name famous on the steeplechase 
tracks, the breeding regulations 
tightened up to the point where a 
mare had to be a Thoroughbred, and 
one preferably with a good racing 
reputation to get to his court. The 
list of winners increased yearly. 
*Tourist TII’s get could certainly 
iump and most of them could gallop. 
They were horses with determina- 
tion and at times showed some tem-

Mr. B. H. (Laddie) Murray doffed

Md. on April 12. Rating Mr. Jan- 
ney’s color-bearer just behind the 
pace, he moved out after the 13th. 
was joined by Pine Pep, battled head 
and head with him over the next 
three fences and drew out at the 
finish. 

The day couldn’t have been more 
perfect for timber racing and as we 
walked the course just before post 
time for the first race, we encoun- 
tered an elderly colored man with a 
wreath of white whiskers sitting 
along side the 15th fence.

proached the fence, he said. “I can’t 
tell you who’ll win—don’t know any 
of these horses. But if Captain Jack 
was here [’d know. Yes sir, he wasn’t 
much bigger than a pony, but he’d 
win easy”’. 

Not being too well up on the his- 
tory of the My Lady’s Manor win- 
ners, a search was made among past 
performers, and sure enough Cap- 
tain Jack turned up. Owned by Mrs. 
J. Myers Pearce he won the 3rd and 
4th runnings of this race back in 
1911 and 1912. 

However the majority of timber 
fans, not recalling Captain Jack too 
vividly, swung in favor of the win- 
ner of the 1949 and ’51 Manor fea- 
ture, Mrs. W. J. Clothier’s Pine Pep. 
Considering also that he had won 
and placed in the Grand National 
and accounted for 2 Maryland Hunt 
Cups, Pine Pep certainly did have 
an edge over his rivals. 

Six horses entered the paddock 
for this timber event over 3 miles of 
natural country to constitute one of 
the smallest fields in at least 6 
years if not longer. As the flag fell, 
Mr. Dan Brewster on his Seminar, a 
second-timer over fences at a reco- 
gnised meeting, went to the front 
followed by Miss Mary Ryan’s Mer- 
rily, Mr. Joe Aitcheson up, *Philstar. 
Justin Funkhouser’s German import 
Auftakt, Pine Pep, with Lady’s Ace 
away last. 

This order held sway over the 
ist and 2nd and as they came down- 
grade into the packed-rail 3rd, Semi- 
nar was showing the way, with only 
the ex-brush and hurdle horse *Auf- 
takt altering the previous order as 
he dropped back to last. 

As they crossed the road the bay 
son of *Rhodes Scholar, which has 
a habit of dwelling at his fences, was 
galloping easily by about 6 lengths 
over Merrily, *Philstar, Pine Pep, 
Lady’s Ace and *Auftakt.

The re- 
mainder of the field consisted of 
owner-riders. There was Mr. B. H. 
Griswold on his Pantecon, which had 
run 2nd to Pine Pep in the big race 
in ’49, Mr. Sidney Culver on Rey- 
noldstown, and Mr. Walter Brewster 
on Pharaino. 

At the flag fall, Sid Culver had 
Reynoldstown away first, then Pan- 
tecon, Third Army, Laughing Lad,

Sky’s Shadow Champion 





Claude W. Owen’s Hunting Hunter 
Tops At Potomac Hunt Hunter Trials 
After Tie For Award With Shady Lady

Sky’s Shadow, certainiy one of 
the country’s busiest show ring per- 
formers, made her first public ap- 
pearance of *°62 a winning one as: 
she took the championship of the 
Potomac Hunt Hunter Trials April 
5 at the Kennels near Potomac. Md. 

Claude W. Owen’s machine-like 
gray mare, which goes a-showing al- 
most every week-end all summer 
and a-hunting twice weekly all win- 
ter, was in her customary form to 
win not only the Gracias Trophy, 
awarded annually to the tri-color 
winner, but also the Exnicios Chal- 
lenge Bowl, which Mr- Owen has 
had his eye on for several years but 
hadn’t won heretofore. 

Sky’s Shadow turned in nearly- 
perfect rounds. all day and was at her 
best in the Exnicios competitior, 
limited to Potomac subscribers and 
owners up. On a point-earning basis. 
Sky’s Shadow tied with Samuel EK. 
Bogley’s Shady Lady with 11 mark- 
ers each and the deadlock was bro- 
ken when the Bogley entry had two 
refusals over a special course, thus 
placing 2nd. 

It was over this tie that every- 
body concerned had a good laugh at 
day’s end: when the points were 
added up, Mr. Owen expressed his 
willingness to decide it on confer- 
mation. on hacking or on jumping. 
Mr. Bogley. eyeing Sky’s Shadow as 
Maryland’s. 1951 conformation cham- 
pion and his own mare as a plain 
hunting-hunter, insisted on jumping. 
When Shady Lady stopped, her own- 
er observed to Mr. Owen: ‘“‘We 
should’a decided @t on conforma- 
tion!” 

Potomac’s Hunter Trials annually 
are victimized by some sort of bitter 
weather, and this time the elements 
came up with a new twist—a young 
hurricane with 50-mile gusts. driv- 
ing rain and hail. The 1 1-2 mile 
course promptly became hock-deep 
in spots and the committee decided 
to shorten it, eliminating several 
particularly boggy places. Riders 
nevertheless ate plenty of mud, with 
most of the spills coming in the Fox- 
catchers Plates which was conduct- 
ed as a hunt behind hounds. 

Huntsman Douglas Burgess laid 
adrag and his pack followed it well, 
despite a high wind and the fact 
that they are put on a drag only on 
this one occasion each year. M. F. H- 
A. G. Earnest, on his old open jump- 
er Dickie Boy, set a pace worthy of 
any point-to-point and those behind 
him labeled it a sensational experi- 
ence—if a breathless one.

Tom Thumb Winner At Brandywine 





Mrs. Charles M. Cann Becomes First Lady 
To Win Old-Fashioned Point-to-Point At 
This Meeting; Black Tie Wins Men’s Open 





April 5 showed no respect for the 
many sporting events scheduled and 
the Brandywine Hills Point-to-Point 
at Marshallton, Pa. proved to be no 
exception. In its 14 years, the 
point-to-point has never been run 
under worse conditions but such 
things as electric storms, high wind 
and hail didn’t keep the entries from 
going postward. 

The old-fashioned point-to-point, 
which is run over a 4-mile course 
for horses and riders which have 
hunted regularly with Brandywine, 
West Chester and other local packs, 
brought out 7 starters. Allowed to 
choose their own routes after the 
points were revealed at post time, 
Mrs. Charles M. Cann on her Tom 
Thumb and H. C. “Jiggs” Baldwin 
3rd on Miss Sonja Carpenter’s Float- 
ing Angel took off to the west down 
the high hill on Esco Farms, toward 


the Ted Baldwin property. The re- 
maining 5 horses headed east down 
a gentler grade leading to a long 
hard pull before circling back to 
the west. 

The race settled down between 
Tom Thumb and Floating Angel 
with the former assuming the early 
lead. As the pair came back across 
the ridge toward the east, Tom 
Thumb gained an advantage but 
over the jump as they reached the 
final turn, Tom Thumb and Float- 
ing Angel were head and head. Down 
the long hill to a dip and fence 
about 100 yards east of the finish, 
Mr. Baldwin made his bid and sent 
Floating Angel to the front. How- 
ever, Mrs. Cann and Tom Thumb 
were not caught napping and over 
the last jump, they showed the way. 
Heading for the finish, Tom Thumb 
raced ahead of Floating Angel to be

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rider but in doing so, carried Spring- 
dale wide and Jockey Carter had to 
take her back sharply to stay on the 
course.

The Broadview; about 2 miles 
over brush, could almost be written 
up as two races.

Jam, a 5-year-old bay 
gelding by Impound—Cherry Orch- 
ard, went to the winner’s circle 6 
times last year which included a 
winning effort in the Belmont Nat- 
ional Maiden’ Hurdle. Jockey E. 
Phelps took command of the field 
approaching the 3rd and from there 
until the horses passed the judges’ 
stand, it was Jam all the way, some 
17 lengths separating him from Sun- 
dance Kid at the finish. In for 3rd 
was R. K. Mellon’s Trout Brook with 
V. P. I, Clef 4th. 

Although the interest of everyone 
is on the Virginia Gold Cup, the 
race with the ‘“‘money” at this meet- 
ing is The Virginia Steeplechase, 
about 2 miles over brush. A small 
field ‘of 5 put in an appearance and 
the pace setter turned out to be 
Sidney Culver’s *High Road which 
Jockey E. Carter had ridden to such 
a convincing victory on the flat at 
Richmond. F. Ambrose Clark’s 
home-bred Night Patrol was the 
first horse sent after the son of 
Hyperion and he raced right behind 
him until after the 4th. Here Jock- 
ey T. Field began to move on Step- 
hen C. Clark, Jr.’3 My’ Good Man to 
claim 2nd position over the water 
jump with Nigh Patrol, Mrs. Simon 
T. Patterson’s *McGinty Moore and 
W. C. Robinson, Jr.’s Crown Royal 
completing the order. With My 
Good Man attempting to come thr- 
ough on the inside, *High Road was 
sent toward the 8th at a fast clip 
and really stood back and jumped. 
He was causing some uncertainty 
among the other horses as he would 
swing wide and then come back in 
front of the field. . 

My Good Man continued to go 
after the leading *High Road but 
over the 11th, Jockey S. Riles went 
after the leader on Night Patrol, 
My Good Man dropped back to 3rd. 
*High Road led over the water jump 
and approaching the 13th and final, 
he lugged over to cut in front of 
Night Patrol. He led over the 13th 
but stumbled upon landing, almost 
going to his knees. Jockey Riles 
quickly sent Night Patrol through 
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on the inside and the two horses 
battled it out in the stretch. Night 
Patrol came on to win by a neck 
with *High Road placing 3 1-2 
lengths over My Good Man. 

It was really windy and cold by 
the time .the horses went postward 
for the last race of the afternoon, 
The Old Dominion, about 1 3-4 miles 
over hurdles. Photographers regret- 
fully looked at the skies, muttered 
under their breath and chalked it 


up to the luck of the men with the 


cameras. The elements did not both- 
er the horses and 7 came out of the 
paddock for the event. In looking 
over the notes of the race, force 
of habit almost made the typewriter 
state that Smoky City broke on top 
but the race has to be a little more 
up to date, so the SC was quickly 
changed to *Solar Count, part of 
Allison Stern’s entry, with ‘*Sale- 
maker. Jockey B. Ansteatt was away 
early‘on Mrs. Walter F. Wickes, Jr.’s 
Rank to head the field over the first 
4 hurdles. Approaching the 4th the 
field. was really strung out but in 
behind Rank was M. A. Cushman’s 
Escarp and Jockey S. Riles and this 
pair assumed the:lead after the 4th. 
*Solar Count was now 2nd, Rank 
3rd, *Salemaker, C. E. Mather, 2nd’s

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GOLD CUP PADDOCK 

Prior to the 12 horses going post- 
ward for this year’s running of the 
Virginia Gold Cup at Warrenton, Va. 
on April 12, the paddock wag full 
almost to overflowing. However, 
the owners, spectators, etc. are safe- 
ly ensconced in an area surrounded 
by snow fencing and the horses on 
the other side of the fencing have 
plenty of room in which to move 
around. Events during the after- 
noon had been running pretty much 
on schedule but the lack of lead 
held up getting the timber horses 
from the paddock. Then too, ama- 
teur rider Gene Weymouth and Fur- 
thermore had come down on the far 
side of the course in the previous 
race and the young rider had to get 
back to the paddock, change his silks 
and get ready to ride the Warren- 
ton “syndicate” timber horse, Run 
Bob....There is nothing equal to 
listening to an authority on a given 
subject and especially when state- 
ments are made at no cost. While 
the horses were still in the paddock 
before going postward for The Vir- 
ginia Steeplechase, such an ‘‘author- 
ity’ was seated on the hillside near 
the stewards’ stand. In the group 
was a young lady who noticed that 
Jam, the easy winner of The Broad- 
view, was also entered in The Vir- 
ginia Steeplechase. She voiced a 
query as to whether he would also 
run in this event. Up spoke the 
authority, “Jam is entered but he 
may be scratched. However, he was 
coasting in that other race’’. .Stirrup 
leathers took a toll at the races.

The 
course completed, the veteran gray 
gelding which has started over just 
about every type course offered, de- 
cided that the 1 3-4 miles wasn’t 
long enough and gave his rider some 
busy moments before finally being 
caught by an outrider.

1-2 at Warrenton. 

Hunt meeting owners, trainers and 
Tiders really travel over a distance 
as do tueir horses. Mrs. H. J. Spring- 
er, Jr. took time off on her return 
to Ligonier, Pa. to watch her good 
looking brown horse, Admiral Tan 
chalk up a trip to the winner’s 
Circle on the flat at Warrenton. Then 
She headed homeward after a three 
months’ absence....Mrs. Simon T. 
Patterson is always putting in her 
appearance at either hunt meetings 
or the major tracks and heading 
back for Pittsburgh the same day.

TO THE MEMBERS OF THE AMER- 
ICAN HORSE SHOWS ASSOCIA- 
TION: 

Certain exhibitors have formed 
a new organization called the Hunt- 
er and Jumper })xhibitors Associa- 
tion. Following its inception there 
were personal interviews between 
its officers and your president and 
| appointed a special committee in 
the endeavor tg reach an agreement 
with the new organization as_ to 
method and procedure. Several meet- 
ings and much conversation ensued 
between the representatives of the 
two bodies and it appeared that a 
basis of helpful understanding was 
being reached. Your committee ex- 
pressed its willingness and desire to 
have a committee composed of three 
members of each organization sit an- 
nually to review the list of recogni- 
zed hunter and jumper judges for 
the ensuing year. The A. H. S. A. 
has co-operated for many years with 
a number of other organizations in 
the effort to improve horse shows. 

It was at this juncture that the 
president of the H- J. B. A. caused 
to have published in The Chronicle 
the revised rules of the exhibitors 
association. These rules differ in 
many: details from the first set of 
rules which they adopted but still 
assume prerogatives and functions 
which attempt to set up a dual con- 
trol at horse shows.

Mr. Andrew Montgomery, whose 
name had originally been included 
in the list of judges approved by the

manded that it be removed from that 
list. Other judges have also asked 
that their names be removed from 
the H. J. BE.

Such action against any show 
could, of course, result in unwar- 
ranted damage, and may constitute 
action prejudicial to the best inter- 
est of this association.

lation of our rules, the matter will 
be referred to our enforcement com- 
mittee to determine what if any 
action should be taken.
